A DOCTOR’S WARNING 

‘Often, patients take months to decide on having a procedure, but with these 
quick-fix treatments, they’re more likely to make the decision faster as it 
doesn’t impact so heavily on their day-to-day lives. If it sounds too good to 
be true, it usually is,’ says Mark Norfolk. ‘There are many non-surgical 
procedures that could be performed with ease within a lunch hour, but 
it’s vital that patients don’t trivialise these, or think that they’re easy,’ 
Paul Banwell explains. ‘All clinics need to endorse the concept of patient 
safety, especially as we approach the Christmas period when 
“fast” treatments become popular.’
